Statistical information service 

7. Bach ABS office has an Information Consultancy 
service to assist clients by providing a first point of entry 
to the ABS, Information consultants will assist where pos- 
sible or, where appropriate, refer the enquiry to a contact 
officer. The Information Consultancy area offers 2 limited 
free service providing information from published statis- 
tics both over the telephone and over the counter at ABS 
bookshops. The area also offers a fee for service informa- 
tion consultancy for detailed queries or provision of 
information from the ABS’s vast unpublished data hold- 
ings. Unpublished statistics cover a variety of topics such 
as small area population information, commodity details 
for imports and exports, building, tourism and detailed in- 
formation on Consumer Prices, to name just a few. The 
area offers various dissemination options from paper re- 
ports to floppy disks and magnetic tape.
